There was a general decline of 2 
cents in the price of local fresh eggs 
yesterday. 
Case count were quoted 
down to 42 cents, candled to 46, pul­ 
lets to 29 and seconds 
to 25. 
Re­ 
ceipts were larger 
than 
usual—133 
cases. 
The 
heavier 
receipts 
and 
lighter demand because of high prices, 
taken in conjunction with the falling 
oft' in the San Francisco selling rate 
to 40% cents a dozen, were the main 
factors causing the local decline. The 
easier market in the East has also 
been an important influence 
in the 
lowering of p ices during the last few 
days. 
While some dealers think that 
another decline—probably to the ex­ 
tent of I cent—may 
possibly occur 
tomorrow, there seem s to be quite a 
general feeling that any falling off 
during the next few 
weeks will be 
small. 
Some are even of the opinion 
that there will be a reaction. 
How- j 
ever, if is pretty 
general.y 
believed 
that the highest prices of the season' 
have been witnessed on fresh ranch 
eggs. 
The butter market 
was firm as 
usual, with receipts rather light—23,- 
822 pounds. 
Four hundred pounds of 
cheese were reported in. 
Some north­ 
ern fresh in large lots was offered as 
low as 17% cents, and eastern horns 
and daisies as low as 19 
and 18% 
cents, respectively. 
Tillamook daisies 
were aiso a little easier with some 
offerings 
at 
18%. 
Eastern 
horn 
cheese sold as low as 19 dents. 
The fruit market was rather quiet. 
Some of the dealers say that the ex­ 
pected advance in banana prices has 
taken effect, and the lowest rate on 
the fruit is about 4 cents a pound. A 
small shipment of raspberries came 
in. 
Apple receipts were 7970 boxes. 
Changef in the 
vegetable market 
were of minor importance. 
No onions 
came In. 
The market exhibited little 
change. 
Receipts of potatoes were 
4590 sacks, and the market was fair­ 
ly steady. 
Sweet 
potato 
receipts 
were 290 sacks. 
The vegetable could 
be obtained for as low as $1.35 a sack. 
Dealers are predicting an advance in 
tomato prices soon.

his power, his training is at an end 
He grows' insolent and in many in 
stances seeks to wreak vengeance oi 
the trainer for what he concludes ar< 
past outrages.
